Calgary, Jessie, Mrs. Law 
rence Halmrast of Warner 
and Isa, Mrs. Herb. Richards 
of Calgary. 

Funeral services will be 
oonducted from the St. Paal’s 
United Church at 2 p. m. on 
Saturday, Rev. Rod MacAulay 
officiating and interment will 
follow in the Union Cemetery. 

The remains will lie in state 
in the Elks Hall on Saturday 
from 11 a m. to 1.30 p.m.

He was a 34-year member of the 
Coleman Elks Lodge, a 25-year mem- 
bre of the Knights of Pythias, a 
member of the Coleman Local of 
the UMWA and a member of the 
Coleman Old Age Pensioners’ As¬ 
sociation and was of the Protestant 
Faith. 

He was predeceased by his wife, 
Mary, in Blairmore, in January of 
1937. Surviving are two sons, John 
of Blairmore, and James of Cal¬ 
gary, three grandchildren and sev¬ 
eral nieces and nephew's in Wales. 

Funeral services were conducted 
from St. Paul’s United Church in 
Coleman at 2 p.m. on Saturday, 
March 19 and interment followed 
in the Coleman Union cemetery. 

Rev. Rod MacAulay officiated.
